THE VETO FROM AUSTRALIA 


Australia has squelched the little scheme that 
Mr. G. Howard Ferguson and his associates have 
been trying to frame up at London to hoist the 
world price of wheat by an agreement among the 


greet exporting countries to cut down production 
and cause a scarcity of supply. 
| The Australian Government probably remem- 
bers what happened as the result of a similar 
scheme Mr. Ferguson tried to engineer at the Rome 
| conference two years ago. The up-shot was that 
| the importing countries began to grow their own 
| wheat and put up barriers against oversea wheat. 
| If G. Howard has learned nothing from that mono- 
| polistic gesture, the Australians have. 


Also, the Australians have been making money 
raising wheat in the last two years, while Canada 
and the United States have been losing money. 
They cut down the value of their pound in keeping 
«with the fall in prices, and went on doing business 
at much the same ratio between income and outgo. 
| If Canada and the United States were foolish 
enough to let their dollars soar so high the import- 
ing countries couldn't or wouldn't buy their wheat, 
Australia sees no reason why it should pay for 
their folly. 

The economic conference at London will have to 
thresh out the question of commodity prices and 
money stabilization if it is to make any headway 
of consequence. Australia declines to commit itself 
in advance, with sound sense. 


Whatever the conference may do in that matter, 
one thing it will not. do, because it cannot; raise 
the price of wheat by restricting production in ex- 
| porting countries without also binding the import- 
ing countries to not increase their home produc- 
tion. If there is to be any price-raising by restric- 
tion of production, the restricting will have to be 
} done in the countries which ordinarily import 

wheat, as well as in the countries which must grow 
wheat for export. That surely was made clear 
enough two years ago.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 


In an age not conducive to longevity for poli- 
licians, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, thirty-second 
President of United States, alone on the North 
American continent, seems to be registering pop- 
ularity. 

In British Columbie, Premier Tolmie hesitates 
to face his fate. In Saskatchewan the new Min- 
ister of Natural Resources went to the electors and 
is now on his own natural resources. No Federal 
Conservative within my hearing has ever ventured 
@ prediction that his party will remain in office 
after the electors get an opportunity to express 
themselves; nor is the Farmer's party in Aiberta 
after sixteen years of office in anything but a del- 
icate state of health. 

Hard times and the depression era have been 
too much for them; yet on herd times and the 
depression era, President Roosevelt has ridden into 
@ popularity that promises to mark him as the 
greatest president in American history. 

Ambitious youth, hopeful of some day being 
called to the seat of power had better put the lives 
of Lincoln and Laurier and Sir John A. Macdonald 
back upon the shelf and study at first hand the life 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt, now completing his 
third month of office.

Time was when a politician could be successful 
by merely looking wise and doing nothing. One 
western Premier, of whom it was said no man 
could be es wise as he could look, rose to a knight- 
hood and had a five cent cigar named after him, 
by merely looking wise and doing nothing. ‘Those 
days have gone for ever. Henceforth, the politician 
who hopes for re-election, if not popularity, will 
have to do things. To do nothing is worse than to 
make blunders. Roosevelt has attained fame, and 
has started the wheels of progress turning again, 
by doing things in a world where once statesmen 
merely talked and did nothing they could avoid. 

To this day it isn't clear whether Roosevelt 
would have achieved fame if he had come to power 
in ordinary times when the work of the world ran 
on in normal fashion, and a premier or a presi- 
dent was just an engine tender, oiling the bearings 
and taking credit for making the wheels go round. 
He makes no pretension of being a super-man, nor 
do his intimates make any such claim for him. He 
appears to be a man of intelligence rather than 
genius—intelligent enough to recognize that action 
had to’be taken and wise enough to gather round 
him a group of experts who knew more about 
specific departments of national life than he. If he 
has genius, then it consists in this, that he drew 
his advisers from men who had devoted themselves 
to studying their respective problems disinter- 
estedly, rather than from men who had grown rich 
under the system then being challenged.

Britain made the colossal mistake of taking 
India from the silver standard and placing her on 
the gold standard, and of herself remaining on the 
gold standard till driven by impending bankruptcy 
to renounce that policy. She did so on the advice 
of Montagu Norman and other bank directors. The 
British treasury is not alone in the mistake of 
drawing its financial advice from interested parties. 
Hoover made the same mistake, even to the estab- 
lishment of the ill-fated National Re-Construction 
Board which potlatched hundreds of millions 
among the collapsing financial institutions directed 
by his advisers. 


Some more enlightened age will marvel that in 
the 19th and 20th centuries, statesmen seeking 
advice valued above all others that which came 
from gentlemen distinguished by large acquisitive- 
ness. 


Today, thanks largely to the Roosevelt demon- 
stration, people are perceiving that the ownership 
of vast wealth is not a condition that fits men to 
give disinterested advice on problems affecting the 
common weal, nor to be the best representatives 
for th common people.

industrie! production, hours of labor and rates of 
pay; power to recruit men for reforestation and 
other national work; authority over all security 
issues in interstate commerce; power to unscramble 
the railway systems and establish railway dictator- 
ships; authority to go into the fertjlizer and power 
businesses with the Muscle ShoalsSpower develop- 
ment, an invitation to ail nations to confer on 
tariff reductions, and «# lead to the world on the 
cessation of armaments. 

Roosevelt's pledges to the “forgotten man” were 
seemingly meant to be acted on if he was placed 
in power, His*tcoming into power may change the 
fashion in elected rulers in the entire western 
world, Hereafter people will probably want the 
best acters, instead of the best talkers’ What a 
change that mey bring! 

The old fogies who have been saying that tariff 
restrictions were strangling the world look on with 
@ certain measure of rather grim satisfaction as 
Mr. Bennett and his protectionist counterparts in 
other lands take refuge in the low tariff band- 
wagon.— Winnipeg Free Press.

Decreased Acreage 
Is Reported From 


Scatte 


Substantial Gain Gains Record- 
ed in Seeding of Coarse 
Grains 


Practically all Alberta wheat is 
@eeded and a large proportion is 
showing above ground, according 
to the fifth fortnightly crop report 
of the provincial agriculture de-| 
partment, issued on Saturday by 
authority of Hon. George Hoadley, 
minister in charge. 


Conditions this year are more 
favorable for coarse grains and the 
indications from nearly every dis- 
trict are that there will be a sub- 


stantial increase in these crops. 
Much of the coarse grain seceding is 
completed. ] 


“The unusual lateness of the 1933 
spring season has been offset to a 
very marked degree during the last 
fortnight by the rapid growth 
gained by the seeded crops under 
a@ spell of fine weather, a factor 
which has brought the whole crop 
situation almost up to normal, with 
the exception that the normal in- 
Crease in wheat acreage has been | 
changed to a decrease. 


FAIRLY LARGE DECREASE 
“This decrease is fairly large 

the areas suffering most from back- 

ward conditions and while there is 


no definite estimate as yet as to the 
percentage over the entire provinc- 
ial crop area, it will be fairly sub- 
stantial ” | 

In spite of the fact that consider- 
able wheat has been put in on 
stubble land, the entire situation is 
considered very satisfactory. 

General moisture precipitation in 
May was good and unusually tivavy 
in some sections. Germination 
all the crop areas has been even 
and grain is showing a_ healthy 
color. Early wheat seeding in seme 
areas is above ground as much as 
12 inches. At one or two points in| 
the southeast rain would be wel- 
come. 

Grasshoppers are hatching rapidly 
under warm weather in southern 
areas and the extermination cam- 
paign is well under way under the 
direction. of the field crops branch. 


MENACE NOT SERIOUS 

While a serious infestation 1s ex- | 
pected in some areas the menace 
is not yet felt to have reached a 
serious or alarming stage. } 

Mixing stations are being estab-| 
lished in municipal units in the area 
south from Coronation, Castor and | 
Olds to the international border 
The insects have not yet done any 
damage. 

Edmonton experienced a total of | 
2.02 inches of rain in May and in} 
the two month period April-May a 
total of 2.71 inches. 

An exceptionally heavy fall took 
place in the Red Deer area, where, 
during May, no less than 5.48 inches 
fell, while for April and May the 
precipitation was 6.13 inches. This 
was the highest fall of any indi- 
vidual district. 

Calgary had 2.08 inches of rain in 
May and 3.94 for the two month 
period. At Beaverlodge, in the 
Peace River area, there was a fall) 
of 1.70 inches of rain in May and 
2.68 inches in the two month period.

MEANS NO JOB 
FOR RUSSIANS 


Scientific Test Reveals 
Workers Who Take | 
Sly Drink

MOSCOW, June 3.—Soviet offi- 
cialdom has at last succeeded 
putting teeth into its decree prohib- | 
iting the use of alcohol by those | 
“engaged in socially useful labor” | 
during the working day. 

The Soviet government tried out 
the “noble experiment” of prohibi- | 
tion for a number of years and then | 
having learned to its sorrow that 
170,000,000 people will endure al- 
most anything except such depriva- 
tion, went into the production and 
distribution of high-powered bev- 
erages in a big way—making vodka, 
which fs nothing more nor less than 
alcohol and water, mixed fifty-fifty 

But with the repeal of prohibi- 
tion, it was realized that promiscu- 
ous drinking, if permitted. would 
interfere with the five-year plan. 
It was therefore decreed that drink-

ing during working hours was 
taboo. 

LAX SUPERVISORS 

Perhaps supervisors were lax; | 


perhaps they were simply indiffer- 
ent. Whatever the reason, there 
has been an increasing amount of 
drinking by workers and a conse- | 
quent increase in accidents, ab- 
senteeism, and general indifference 
to duty, resulting in a lowering of 
efficiency and impairment of the} 
socialistic scheme of things 
Officialdom did its best to retard 
this growing menace to industrial- 
ization, but with little effect.

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Forestry Research 


Drifting In Canada 


VICTORIA, June 3—Forestry 
research in Canada has been drift- 
ing without a clearly discerned goal, 
without organization and without a 
unified driving force, Dr. C, W. 
Howe, dean of the faculty of for- 
estry of the University of Toronto, 
charged in a paper presented to the 
Pacific Science congress today. It 
was, he said, far behind other re- 
search efforts in Canada and “unless 
the situation is improved soon, we 
shall be hopelessly in the rear.’ 

Dean Howe recognized the present 
times were difficult for expansion 
of research activity but declared the 
need was never greater. The public 
was in receptive mood for construc- 
tive action in laying more solid 
foundations for all business activity, 
and this should apply to what, in 
normal times, was Canada’s second 
largest wealth producing business. 

Dean Howe spoke of lack ot co-

Even within 
the organizations themselves, Dean 
Howe said there had been an ap- 
parent lack of co-ordination and in 
too many cases each problem seem- 
ed to be an end in itself, with the 
result that forest literature was full 
of broken threads. 

Just how the Canadian forests 
would eventually be handled was, 
in the circumstances, a matter of 
doubt but Dean Howe said “there is 
no doubt in the minds of foresters 
as to how they should be handed. 
They believe our forest lands should 
be so treated that they will always 
remain in a productive condition in
